At three o’clock in the morning of June 3 
the Merrimac began to drift slowly towards the 
land, and in half an hour she was lost to sight

Lieutenant Hobson’s plan was to steam past 
Morro Fort, swing crosswise athwart the channel, 
drop anchors, open the valves, explode the

. Lieutenant Hobson could explode them from the 
, bridge of the vessel, and thus ensure her rapid 
sinking. 

| At nightfall the various ships of the fleet 
| steamed past the doomed Merrimac, the men 
| cheering lustily. Hundreds of men and scores 
оѓ officers had volunteered for the duty, and 
Commander Miller, who had been Captain of the 
Merrimac, begged for permission to go with her, 
but Lieutenant Hobson, to whom the task had 
been entrusted, wanted only six men. 

By ten o'clock all but the men who were going 
upon the dangerous errand were taken off the 
ship, and the old collier took her position near 
the New York to await the appointed hour. It 
was an impressive night for everybody in the 
fleet, as few expected the members of the little 
crew to see another sunrise. 

Before starting on his mission, 


Lieutenant Hobson said— 


“© On deck there will be four men and myself; 
in the engine-room there will be twomen. This 
will be the total crew. We shall all be in our 
underclothing, with revolvers and ammunition 
in watertight packing strapped around our 
waists. Forward will be one man on deck, and 
around his waist will be a line, the other end of 
which will be made fast to the bridge, where I 
shall stand. By that man’s side will be an axe. 

* When I stop the engines, I shall jerk this 
cord, and he will thus get the signal to cut the 
lashing which will be holding the forward anchor. 
He will then jump overboard and swim to the 
four-oared dinghy which we shall tow astern. It 
will be full of life-buoys, and unsinkable. There 
will also be rifles in the boat. It will be held by 
two ropes, one being made fast to her bow and 
one to her stern. 

“The first man to reach her will haul in the 
towline and pull the dinghy out to starboard. 
The next to leave the ship are the rest of the 
crew. The quartermaster at the wheel will not 
leave until he has put it hard a-port and lashed 
it, so that he can then jump overboard. The 
man down below at the reversing gear will stop 
the engines, scramble on deck, and get over the 
side as quickly as possible. The other man inthe 
engine-room will break open the sea-connections 
with a sledgehammer, and follow his leader into 
the water. 

“ This last step will ensure the sinking of the 
Merrimac, whether the torpedoes work or not. 
By this time I calculate the other six men will 
be in the dinghy, and the Merrimac wll have 
swung athwart the channel to the full length of 
her 300 yards cable, which will have been paid 
out before the anchors are cut loose. Then all 
that will be left for me to do is to touch a 
button. I shall stand on the starboard side of 


None of the American ships dared to fire back 
for fear of striking the Merrimac’s crew. 

Lieutenant Hobson did his work well, sinking 
the Merrimac almost in the exact spot that had 
been decided upon. 

The channel is not as wide as the Merrimac’s 
length, and it will beimpossible for the Spaniards 
to raise or destroy the wreck under the guns of 
the American fleet. 

Admiral Cervera is, therefore, no longer 
regarded as a figure in the war. The Cristobal 
Colon, the Infanta Maria Teresa, the Viscaya, and 
the Almirante Oquendo are known to be inside the 
harbour, and it is believed that two or three 
smaller war-ships, and possibly some torpedo- 
boats, are with them. 


The “ Merrimac " Hero Roll. 


According to Dalziel’s New York agent, 
the men chosen as the Merrimac’s crew were 
Lieutenant Richmond Pearson Hobson, of the 
Naval Construction Bureau, and his six assist- 
ants, these embracing two Americans, Daniel 
Montague and John Philips; one Frenchman, 
Georges Charette; two Irishmen, John Kelly 
and John Murphy; and one German, Oscar 
Beignan. The coxswain, George Clausen, ofthe 
cruiser New York, desired to go, but permission 
was refused. However, at the last moment 
Clausen dropped overboard from the New York, 
and swam towards the Merrimac, which he 
reached just as the vessel was sailing, and 
climbed on board. He thus made the eighth 
man. 


Another Account of the 
Undertaking 


was supplied by the Central News— 

The battle-ship Jowa followed at a consider- 
able distance in order to draw part of the fire of 
the shore batteries. 

As soon as the Merrimac got within range, 
Morro and other batteries opened fire with their 
big guns, but the steamer, steered by Lieutenant 
Hobson, kept a steady course right in the middle 
of the channel. How she escaped instant 
destruction is marvellous, but not a shot struck 
her until she was within a few hundred yards, 
when a shell burst just over her, and the 
splinters wounded two of the gallant fellows 0n 
board. They did not leave the deck, however, 
and the Merrimac’s bows were kept straight to 
the mark. When the appointed spot was nbout 
reached the Merrimac was swung right round 80 
that she completely blocked the fairway. 4 
sight of this manceuvre the Spanish batteries 
increased their fire, amd shot after shot struck 
the doomed steamer, and water began to pour 
in through her torn sides. й 

Then Lieutenant Hobson ordered the only 
boat left on the steamer to be got out, and for al 
the men to get into her. The hold below the 
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water-line had been filled with guncotton and 
dynamite. Lieutenant Hobson himself fired the 
time-fuses commun cating with the grent mass 
of explosives, and, having thus gallantly com- 
pleted the dangerous work entrusted to him, 
Jomed his men in the little boat. A small sail 
was hoisted, and a course was set for the open sea. 
. The shore batteries were firing fiercely all this 
time, and the Merrimac was repeatedly struck, 
but she did not founder until the mine in 
her hold exploded with terrible force, which 
heeled her over and sent her to the bottom 
Within a few minutes of the catastrophe. 
Meanwhile it had become evident that it 
Would not be possible to get the sailing-boat 
Out of the range of the batteries, and the fate 
of the eight gallant men on board seemed 
to be irrevocably sealed, At this moment, 


however, 
The Chivalrous Spaniards Ceased Firing, 


and simultaneously a white flag was run up on 
the cruiser Reina Mercedes, which had taken part 


in the firing, and bore the standard of Admiral 


Cervera. Lieutenant Hobson wisely decided not 
to expose his men to certain death by persisting 
In the attempt to escape, and accepting the 
quarter offered him by the hoisting of the flag of 
truce, turned his boat and made straight for the 
Reina Mercedes.

à Richmond Hobson's Career. 


Secreto Lay A. Herbert, former American 
Y 9f the Navy, who appointed Lieut. 
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Hobson to the Annapolis Naval Academy, gave 
the following interesting details of Hobson’s 
career— 

* Hobson was born at Uniontown, Alabama, 
in 1870. His father was a gallant Colonei in 
the Confederate service in the Civil War, 
and his grandfather was Chief Justice Pearson, 
of North Carolina, one of the most cele- 
brated of American judges. Hobson gra- 
duated in 1889 at the head of his class at the 
Naval Academy, and then went to Woolwich, 
England, where he remained for two years 
He was then for two years at the National Upper 
School of Mines and the School of Maritime 
Engineering at Paris, and received diplomas at 
both institutions. He has already written several 
works relating to the naval strength of Europe. 
Physically he is a big man, being over six feet in 


height." 
President McKinley

The ‘‘ Merrimac” Built on the Clyde. 


It was from the ship-yard of Swan and! 


Hunter, Wallsend, on the Clyde, that in 1894 
the Merrimac, now sunk in. Santiago Harbour, 
was launched. She was then known as the 
Solveig, being built for & Norwegian firm, and 
subsequently transferred to the American 
Government as a coaling-vessel. She was 330 ft. 
in length, and of 5500 tons burden, and her 
vabue was estimated at £30,000. 


Siege of Santiago. 


The New York Evening Journal \as¢ Monday

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The Death of Mr. Samuel Plimsoll, “ The 
Sailor's Friend," removes a man of deep humanitarian 
Sympathies and invincible 
energy. He began as a poor 
man in Sheffield, took up 
the supply of coal from 
Yorkshire to London, made 
a fortune, lost it and made 
another, adding to it by 
a very successful deal in 
London house property on 
the route now covered by 
the Metropolitan Railway. 
He then turned his atten- 
tion to the condition of the 
merchant sailor, getting 
elected for Derby in 1868. 
He sat in Parliament for 
twelve years, and was 
notable for the great scene 
in which, in an honest, 
though perhaps too indis- 
criminate burst of passion, 
he denounced the shipown- 
ing M.P.s who were block- 
ing legislation for the 
merchant sailor, and, rush- 
ing to thetable, gesticul ted 
wildly against the calm 
leader of the House, 
Benjamin Disraeli. He apologised next day, but his protest 
had its effect, and the famous Act, fixing the load-line, the 
“ Plimsoll Mark," remains to his credit. He left Parlia- 
ment in 1880, but continued to take an interest in the 
British sailor.

The * Nibelungen Ring" of Wagner at 
Covent Garden Opera House.—Those acquainted 
with Wagner's operatic theories are aware that he con- 
sidered the ideal “ Мизіс Drama" to be a production in 
which all the arts were blended. Не specified music, the 
drama, scene-painting, etc., but he ought to have added 
the stage-carpenter and machinists as well, for his 
* Nibelungen Ring” is full of mechanical effects, as I 
had occasion to remark at the dress rehearsal under Herr 
Mottl. The poet assures us it is not in mortals to com- 
mand suceess; but assuredly Herr Mottl did more: he 
deserved it. The introductory opera, “ Das Rheingold” 
(performed before a brilliant and crowded audience on 
Monday last), requires complicated mechanism, for 
Wagner's stage effects include an overflow of the Rhine, 
the transformation of one of the characters to a toad 
and a dragon (the latter of which only appeared 
on Monday, and frightened the Prince out of his box), 
the construction of a bridge of rainbows, the magical 


erection of a palace for the northern gods, and a con- | 


trivance for enabling the daughters of the Rhine to float 
in the depths of that river in an easy and natural manner. 
The three fascinating Rhine mermaids were seen on Mon- 
day disporting in the bed of the river in ethereal garb. 
M. Van Dyck as Loge, the God of Fire, was well up in his 
part, and, in his vermilion robes, was the brightest figure of 
all. Every movement of this character is accompan:ed ty 
music, supposed to represent the quivering of flames. 
This effect is chiefly produced by the violins. Herr von 
Rooy and Miss Brema were splendid as Wotan and 
Fricka ; and the voices of Herr Dippel, Herr Nebe, and 
Herr Breuer, MM. Wittekopf and Lorent were magnifi- 
cently resonant. 

The “ Nibelungen Ring" is in Four Parts, 
the first being a kind of prelude. ‘Das Rheingold’’ 
opens with three Rhine maidens guarding the Rhine gold. 
They are seen floating round the treasure which Alberich, 
the Nibelungen King, wishes to secure, and eventually 
does so, in spite of the watchful and alluring maidens. 
The next scene shows the God Wotan being worried by the 
leaders of the giants, Fasolt and Fafner, for payment for 
erecting the Castle of Walhalla, the home of the gods. 
The God of Fire, Loge, comes to inform Wotan that 
the Rhine gold is stolen, and they descend together to the 
sibterranean caverns of the Niblungs, hoping to recover 
the treasure. The ‘‘moral” of the subject is that the 
struggle for gold ruins both gods and men. It proves à 
curse when Wotan obtains it; but for the time the gods 
me lulled to security, and pass over the magic bridge of 
Rainbows to Walhalla. This ends the prologue—not with- 
out a hint that the power of the gods will soon vanish. 


“Die Walkure" (given on Wednesday at Covent 
Garden) is the next opera, Siegmund is the hero, and is 
the son of Wotan; his mother being a mortal. -His twin 
sister Sieglinde has, against her will, become the wife of a 
rude hunter, Hunding, and Siegmund in a storm has taken 
refuge in Hunding’s cottage. Here we have an incident 
which has caused Wagner to be severely censured, as 
Sieglinde drugs her husband and becomes the lover of 
Siegmund, who discovers the fragments of a sword which 
will cause whoever can pull it out of the tree, where it has 
been driven up to the hilt, to become one of the greatest of 
heroes. Meanwhile Briinnhilde opposes Wotan, who is 
extremely angiy with Siegmund. She predicts that 
Sieglinde will give birth to a son, who will become the 
greatest of mortal heroes. Meanwhile Wotan, furious 
at Brünnhilde's disobedience and encouragement of Sieg- 
mund and Sieglinde, says he will deprive her of her immor- 
tality ; and calling Loge, the Fire God, he commands thata 
wall of flame shall surround her; and there the god 
decrees she shall remain until a hero, regardless of the fire, 
rescues her. 


“ Siegfried ” (presented at Covent Garden on Thurs- 
day) is the next, and to many the most interesting portion 
of “The Ring," as in many places the music is striking 
and the hero is a lovable character. Wagner describes 
Siegfried’s love of forest life in passages of exquisite 
beauty. 'The hero has forged the fragments of the magical 
sword into a weapon of such power that he cuts asunder 
with a single blow the anvil on which it was made. He 
learns the secrets of the future from the music of the birds, 
and coming: upon the sleeping Briinnhilde, is charmed with 
her majestic beauty, and rushes through the wall of flames 
to woo her. The love-duet introduced here is a wonderful 
composition, equally fine dramaticully and musically. 


“Die Gotterdammerung” (due at Covent Garden 
on Saturday) or, as we may call it in English, “ The Twilight 
of the Gods,” contains further adventures of Siegfried, who 
through treachery becomes for a time faithless to Briinn- 
hilde. A false friend, Hagen, stabs him, and Briinnhilde, 
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mounting her horse, dashes on to the funeral pyre where 

the body of Siegfried is laid. In another moment the 

palace of King Gunther, where these events take place, 

bursts into flames; the Rhine overflows, and a lurid light : 
in the distance reveals the castle of Walhalla—the home . L 
of the gods—also in flames, This is supposed to represent - 
the final destruction of the old gods, and the advent of % | 
new order of things, in which mankind will trust to Love 

rather than to Gold. Such was Wagner’s idea in treat- 

ing these scenes of northern mythology, in which his 

highest genius has been employed. At Covent Garden 

Bayreuth conditions were in a measure observed. The last 

opera of the series, ‘‘ Gitterdiimmerung,”’ will commence 

on Saturday at 4 p.m. The famous German conductor, 

Herr Mottl, has directed the ** Nibelungen Ring ” this week 

with exemplary zeal and skill. Mr. W. H. Cummings, “ 
the popular Principal of the Guildhall School О ` 
Music, pleaded the cause of the hard-worked orchestr@ 
so successfully that the Royal Opera Syndicate have 
consented to the increased pay demanded. The first 
representation of “Тһе Ring” in this country took 
place at Her Majesty’s Theatre ‘the old house) in 1882- 
But so little was then known of Wagner's system that his 
singular effects of weird music only evoked laughter.

Sir Julian Pauncefote has 
had а long public career. Аз a barrister he was 
for a time on the Oxford Circuit, and also prac- 
tised as а conveyancer. More than thirty 
years ago he went to Hong-Kong as Attorney- 
General, and four years after his arrival 
was acting as Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court. In 1873 he was made Chief Justice 
of the Leeward Islands, but a year later 
was called home to fill the post of Assistant 
Under-Secretary of State for the Colonies. He 
was afterwards made Assistant (Legal) Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, then Per- 
manent Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
and subsequently succeeded Lord Sackville as 
British Minister at Washington. He has had 
some difficult tasks during his Ambassadorship, 
and negotiated the Arbitration Treaty and the 
Behring Sea claims with credit to himself and 
honour to his country.

It 
is a very short season crop; 
June, July, and August may 
see it through from seed bed 
to silo.

Scatter the seeds thinly broadcast, to harrow them in 


eeply, and to 
Sow a Good Sort 

Such as that- shown in the subjoined sketch. The branch- 
Ing habit of this variety of maize makes it a most valuable 
one to p for cutting. To keep young stock in heart and 
the milk cows up to their milk in late autumn and early 
Winter, there is nothing that can be produced upon the 
land that will come in with such. certainty and at such a 
little cost as ensilage, 


Vetches, Sainfoin, Lucerne, Clover, Rye,

Exhibiting Turnips. Gooseberries. 

“D. D.,” Tivyside.—Sow eight weeks before the show 
date. Shade gooseberry bushes with a muslin cover, which 
will keep the wasps away same time. Broccoli is sown in 
early spring for cutting in autumn, and in late spring 
for the winter crop. It takes eight to ten months.

GREAT INTERNATIONAL CHESS TOURNAMENT 
AT VIENNA. 


On the first of this month the Vienna Tournament com- 
menced with twenty entries. Play proceeds daily, with the 
exception of Thursday. The prizes are large, amounting 
to over £1000. It will be a two-round tournament, so that 
each competitor will have to play thirty-eight games at 
one game per day. Four rounds had been played by last 
Tuesday. Н. №. Pillsbury, of New York (the winner of 
the Hastings Tournament, 1895), has done best so far. He 
has played very good chess of а steady order, and-he has 
won all four games played. We are pleased to say 
that the veteran ex-champion, Steinitz, has also done 
very well indeed, as he has won three games and 
drawn the fourth. Dr. Tarrasch, the famous champion of 
Germany (winner of the Manchester Tournament, 1891) is 
also well up behind the leaders, while Showalter, Pillsbury’s 
American colleague, also shows up very well, as he has 
won three games, and only lost one to Steinitz. The four 
English representatives at Vienna are Blackburne, Burn, 
Caro, and Trenchard; these have fared badly up to the 
present, but it is hoped that, as the tournament is a very 
one. one, they will improve their position by better form 
ater on.
